Washington, January 15.—(Specital.j— 
Even in the face of the czar’s peace ut- 
terances, and the more optimistic re- 
ports coming from European capitals, 
the Washington government finds it im- 
possible to see any probability of a 
peaceful solution of the Russo-Japanese 
situation. 

Secretary Hay so announced to his 
colleagues at this morning’s meeting of 
the cabinet. There is some disposition 
in official circles to believe that the sec- 
retary of state may be too pessimistic 
concerning the outlook, but even those 
who express such opinions acknowledge 
that of all American public men, he is 
not only in the best position to know, 
but that he has the most complete un- 
derstanding of the extent and the mean- 


| ing of the issues involved. 


The construction placed upon the lat- 
est mediation talk, coming from Paris 
and other capitals, is that it may mean 
en effort to coerce Japan. Secretary 
Hay does not believe Japan will be co- 
erced. CeTtainly g4he United States gov- 
ernment will take no hand in any such 
movement, maintaining her attitude of 
strict neutrality. It may be said, in all 
truth, that Russian peace talk, even 
when it comes from so eminent a source 
as the czar himself, makés ery little 
impression upon this gOv- 
ernment. As one very high official who 
talked with characteristic frankness put 
it this morning: 

United States Will Not Be Involved. 

‘Russia taiks fair enough, but her ac- 
tions are foul. While the czar is talk- 
ing peace with Baron Kurine and Am- 
bassador McCormick with apparent 
frankness, his representatives are bend- 
ing all their energies to tighten their 
hold on Korea and Manchuria, presé¢nt- 
ing terms which they know Japan can- 
not afford to accept and will not accept. 
Russian greed is limitless; Russian prom- 
ises worthless.” 

While this may be regarded as extreme 
expression, it comes from a source which 
walrants my saying it rep:seents the 
private views of the men who shape the 
ipolicies of this government. At the 
same time it is acknowledged, even by 
those who hold these views, that the 
Russian assurances with regard to the 
commercial rights of other powers in 
Manchuria, coming as they do in con- 
nection with the completion of the trea- 
ties with China opening the Manchurian 
ports to foreign commerfce, must operate 
to remove any possibility there may have 
been of the United States becoming in- 
volved in any conflict between Russia 
and Japan. 

That is the feeling among the leaders 
in congress. There can be no question 
that the policy of the administration, in 
hastening the exchange of ratification 
and preparing to gend American consuls 
to the new treaty ports, has as its basis 
a determination to test the quality of 


Russian promises in that direction, but 


it is not anticipated that the czar’s gov- 
ernment will throw any obstacles in the 
way of the practical operation of these 
treaty provisions; and, therefore, there 
is no possibility of the United States be- 
coming directly involved in any Far 
Eastern conflict at this time, no matter 
how strongly sympathetic toward Ja- 
pan American sentiment might be. 
Clash Seems Sure To Come. 
While it is unquestionably true that 
some men‘ holding very high position in 
the government fevor an aggressive at- 
titude favorable to Japan, there can be 
no question that the Russian assurances 
with regard to Manchurian ports re- 
moves any possibility there might have 
been of the policy of this government be- 
ing anything else than one of strict neu- 
trality. The oOfficia! belief that a clash 
between Russia and; Japan is inevitable 
is based on the conviction that Japan 
will not be coerced into receding from 
her full demands in respect to Korea and 
that Russia, mo matter how strong may 
be the St. Petersburg talk for peace, 
will not accept the Japanese terms. When 
that clash will come, or how, is mere

CAN USE MORE COTTON 


Twelve Million Crop Will Hereafter Command a 
Paying Price-- What the Advanced Price 
Did for Farmers. 


tury is being extended with a constantly 
accelerated movement and gives promise 
of gathering in its fold all humanity,”’ 
he said. ‘It is within this sphere of de- 
velopment that lie most wonderful and 
marvelous opportunities for «the future. 
The world’s demands for supplies give 
promise of,.a steady and continuous !n- 
crease, 

“We have already reached a_ stage 
where it is in need of a 12,000,000-bale 
crop of American cotton.” 

Mr. Sully thought the south had not 
received such value for its cotton as the 
existing lalor conditions justify. 

Mr. Hayne spoke o% the effect the en- 
hanced value of cotton had had on the 
prosperity of the south. From the la- 
borer to the capitalist, from the barkeep- 
er to the clergyman, no one Hving in the 
south had failed to derive some benefit. 
When cotton was at 6 cents the small 
farmer was no better off than his labor. 
His children were in rags and his wife 
and daughters gathered the crop. His 
lands went for taxes. He sunk more 
and more deeply into debt. High-priced 
cotton had filled the banks with money, 
had wiped out mortgages, had fattened 
the farmer's purse and made the south 
more prosperous than at any time in its 
history. Mr. Hayne said he would hate 
to feel that this prosptrity was at the 
expense of the mills. Their misfortune 
was only temporary. As the years roll 
by the south will consume more and 
more of its cotton, and high-priced cot- 
ton, which naturally means high-priced 
goods, will bring more prosperity to the 


New Orleans, January !15.—Under the 
auspices of the Progressive Union a repre- 
sentative meeting of business people, in 
which the cotton element largely pre- 
dominated, listened to an illuminating dis- 
cussion of the cotton problem tonight 
with .President A. Brittin, of the cotton 
exchange, and Dan J. Sully, of New York, 
and Frank B. Hayne, leaders of the bull 
cainpaign, as the speakers.

Detroit, Mich., January 15.—An east- 
bound Michigan line car carrying a heavy 
load of passengers hurrying home at the 
close of the dayéwas struck by a Grand 
Trunk passenger train this evening at 
Gratiot avenue and Dequindre street.

The en- 
gine of the train struck the trolley ear in 
the middle. It pushed the car along the 
track, bending the car frame into a cres- 
cent shape and tearing a big hole in the 
side that was struck. 

The most seriously injured person was 
Miss Ethel Gould, who is at St. Mary 
hospital. Her skull was fractured. and 
it is not expected that she will survive 
the night.

New Stockade Prison, Maternity 
Ward at Hospital, Two New

Library at Night Pro- 
vided For. 


The January apportionment sheet was 
considered and adopted yesterday by 
council’s finance committee, of which Al- 
derman H. T. Inman is chairman. The 
action of the committee was final. All 
members of the body are pledged to the 
adoption of the sheet as it now stands 
and ag it will be presented during the 
session of council next Monday after- 
noon. 

A number of interesting apportionments 
are made this year. Probably the most 
important of them is $4,000 to start work 
on the new stockade prison, which is to 
cost $9,000. Other interesting appor- 
tionments are for five different stretches 
of asphalt, the erection of a crematory, 
for now Edgewood avenue and Magnolia 
street bridges, an inctease for the main- 
tenance of public parks,’ an increase of 
$2,100 for the Carnegie library upon con- 
dition that the library is kept open until 
10 o'clock every night, and $1,000 for the 
maternity ward-at Grady hoshital. 

There are fewer surprises in the Jan- 
uary apportionment sheet this year than 
were expected. The increased appropria- 
tions to the sinking fund commission, the 
payments upon permanent improvements 
for the water works department and 
other improvements that could not be 
avoided, consumed all of the increased 
income of the city and left very little for 
the various improvements in which coun- 
cilmen are interested.

The feadiness with which the 
United States associated herself with 
a in pressing for the signatures of 
the commercial powers in China is an- 
other fact contributory to the feeling in 
St.~Petersburg that this is not the mo- 
ment to fight. The decision for war or 
peace now rests with the czar’s advisors 
and symptoms are visible here that the 
. decision will be peaceful by largely ad- 
mitting Japan's demands. The views of 
the editors, partially derived from the 
foreign office in London, are looked upon 
here not. only as significant, but as also 
being part of a great dipsomatic game 
against Russia and in that sense are 
Bomewhat discounted. 

The skill Japan has shown throughout 
the negotiations excites admiration at the 
German foreign office. — 


By the treaty of London, signed in 
1841 by the five great powers of Europe 
and by Turkey, the sultan was pledged 
to maintain the ancient rule of the Otto- 
man empire, which, prohibited the war- 
ships of any foreign powers from enter- 
ing the Dardanelles, while Turkey was at 
peace and at the same time the treaty 
bound the powers to observe this rule. 
This was confirmed by the treaty of Paris 
in 1856 and by the convention of 1871. 
which set forth that ‘‘the principle of 
closing the straits, such as it had been 
established, is maintained.” 

At the Berlin congress on the eastern 
question in 1878‘the Russian plenipoten- 
tlaries insisted, in reply to a statement 
made by Lord Salisbury, that in their 
opinion “the principle of the closing of 
the straits is a European principle and 
that the existing stipulations were bind- 
ing -on all the powers, not only as re- 
gards the sultan, but as fegards all the 
powers signatory to these transactions. 

The treaty of Berlin ratified August 3, 
1878, provided that the treaty ofgParis of 
1856 and the treaty of London‘of 187\| 
were maintained when not modified by 
this treaty, thus continuing the inforce- 
ment of the rule against warships of for- 
eign powers passing the Dardanelles. 

Interview with Harashi. 

London, January 15.—The Japanese 
minister, Baron Hayashi, had received 
no indication this morning of the prob- 
able attitude of Russia, but he said to a 
representative of the Associated Press: 

“Tt is practically certain that any dec- 
Jaration of war will not emanate from 
Russia.”

In the preparation for war. These add

powers, so in advance of a declaration 
of war there ig nothing to prevent a 
naval battle within sight of the canal 
entrance in the Red sea. 

The reported passage through thé Dar- 
danelles of Russian troop transports is 
mot regarded here ‘as a violation of the 
prohibition upon the passage of war ves- 
sels Yhrough ‘that Straight ‘theretofore 
maintained by the Turkish government, 
these vessels not being looked upon as 
warships in the ordinary sense. 

Matter Was Adjusted. 

What might have developed into an un- 
fortuntte misunderstanding pbetween the 
sovernments of the United States and 
Russia regarding the interest of the 
United States in Manchuria was adjust- 
ed at a conference at the state depart- 
ment today between Mr. Hay, the secre- 
tary of state, and Count Cassini, the 
Russian ambdssador. AS a result, the 
Russian government will be advised by

Washington, January !5.—Today’s ses- 
sion’ of the senate began with the pas- 


| sage*of a number of bills on the calendar 


and Closed in-a like manner. The inter- 
vening time was given over to a speech 
by Mr. Teller on the Panama canal ques- 
tion, which was devoted to the contention 
that the course of the president in con- 
nection with the recent revolt of Panama 
had been contrary to precedent and in 
contravention of international law. 

In the course of his remarks Mr, Teller 
referred to Mr. Tillman's characterization 
of the situation on the isthmus, and the 
latter interrupted to say that he had been 
misunderstood, and desired to explain. He 
said he had ant to say that it would 
have been ferable for the United 
States to tell Colombia to get off the 
isthmus entirely than for us to “pursue 
there the methods of the sneak thief and 
maintain the attitude of a bully.” 

In response to a suggestion made by 
Mr. Teller, Mr. Spooner interrupted to 
say that, by the treaty of 1846, Colombia 
was bound to maintain the perpetual right 
of the United States to passage across 
the isthmus, and he argued that that 
right remains even though Colombia does 
not stand behind it. Mr. Teller asked for 
an opinion from the Wisconsin senator 
concerning “the new theory of inter- 
national eminent domain,’ and the lat- 
ter replied that ‘he had not yet been 
able te give his assent to that doctrine.” 
That doctrine, as he understood, meant 
that when a weak nation had What a 
strong nation needed the latter might 
take it by means of arms if necessary. Yet 
it must be remembered that right of 
way of one land owner over land owned 
by another person is a right recognized by 
the world. “If,” ne said, “there fis a 
doctrine of the private way of necessity 
hRre we to say that there is not an inter- 
national way of necessity where the in- 
terest of the world is concerned?’ 


Will Keep It in the Family. 

There were other interruptions to which 
Mr. Spooner referred and this brought out 
the remark by Mr. Tillman that “‘it 
takes a great many doctors to bring 
about the birth of this baby.” 

“rll try ‘to take. care of my own 
babies,’ responded Mr. Spooner, ‘‘and 
when I can’t do that, [ will ask some 
member of my own family to do so.” 

The colloquy caused a general outburst 
of laughter. After it had subsided Mr. 
Spooner continued Bis statement, saying 
that he was willing to confess that he 
had not reached a conclusion in his own 
mind. “I am not willing to concede the 
right of international eminent domain, but 
I can’t find it in my heart to deny it.”’ 

Mr. Teller took fssue with the presi- 
dent’s declaration that the course pur- 
sued in Panama had been in the interest 
of “collective civilization.’’ That, he said, 
was a Gangerous doctrine, and was just 
such a doctrine as Russia might appeal 
to if she should attempt to crush Japan. 
The doctrine was not American; it was 
contrary to all the best traditions of this 
country. It was the doctrine that might 
makes right. He discussed the government 
of Panama, declaring it to be unrepubll- 
can in form and was interrupted by Mr. 
Spooner, who said that it had been a 
“mooted question as to whether there is 
a republican form of government in Colo- 
rado.’”’ ; 
~ «T¢," responded Mr. Teller, ‘‘there is 
not a republican form of government in 
Colorado, there is a republican adminis- 
tration there.”’ 

The senate adjourned until Monday.

OF COLOMBIANS 


Panamans Sa They Will Easily 
Expel the Invaders 


Do Not Expect To Call Out All Their 
Available Troops — ndians in 
the Mountains Will Fight 
for Panama—Fever among 
American Marines. 


New York, January !15.—Authentic In- 
formation from the interior is anxiously 
awaited here, as belief is widespread, 
cables The Herald’s Panama correspond- 
ent, that the Colombians have already 
Started to march upon the isthmus. Th2 
Panaman troops are ready to leave on 
a moment's notice. The conscription has 
been completed and twelve thousand 
fighting men can be placed in the field. 

There is great bustle in preparation for 
the shipment of rifles ang amiunition to 
the Indians of the interior who have 
agreed to join against the Colombian 
forces. Colonel Barette of the Pana- 
man army said:

Canal Treaty Amended. 

Washington, January 15.—The 
committee on foreign relations today 
adopted an amendment to the Panama 
canal treaty giving to the United States 
partial jurisdiction over the harbors of 
Colon and Panama in order to protect 
the shipping interests of this country. 
Under the treaty the harbors are not in- 
cluded in the grant to this govérnment, 
and the question has been raised that 
the Republic of Panama has the power 
to adopt regulations which might inter- 
fere with the free cooperation of the ship- 
ping oOfathe world. The amendment is in 
the nature of a safeguard, and it is be- 
lieved will not meet with any opposi- 
tion from the Republic of Panama. The 
republican members of the committee are 
inclined to favor a few minor amend- 
ménts to the treaty, if only for the pur- 
pose of bringing about ratification of the 
convention by the constitutional conven- 
tion of the new republic, and thus meet 
and dispose of one of the vigorously 
fought contentions of the democrats, that 
the treaty has not béen ratified by a tan- 
gible form of government.

Columbus, Ga., January 15.—(Special.)— 
Charged with peonage, O. A and O. F. 
Knighton, two well-known farmers of 
Randolph county, Georgia, were placed 
under bonds of $1,000 each by United 
States Commissioner Brown here today. 

Their cases, which will be tried at the 
next term of the United States court here, 
will be the first peonage cases ever 
brought in the western division of the 
federal court in the northern district of 
Georgia. Four directors of the Cuthbert, 
Ga., bank went on the defendants’ bonds 
today. 

John 8. Hartsfield, of Cuthbert, Ga., 
testified that two weeks before CHistmas 
he employed for the year 1904 two ne- 
groes, Joe Jones and Hilliard Harris, who 
had been working on the Knightons’ farm, 
and made them advances on the strength 
of the contract, that the negroes dif not 
move to his place, the Knightons prevent- 
ing ther from leaving their farm by in- 
timidation; that O. A. Knighton told Joe 
Jones in his (Hartfield’s) presence that if 
he tried to move off their piage it would 
be ‘‘the end of his mc@e."’ 

Hartsfield consulted a lawyer, who 
wrote the Knightons a note, telling them 
they could not legally prevent the ne- 
groeg from leaving their place. On Jan- 
uary 6 the negroes went to the Hartsfield 
farm and have been there since. 

O. F. Knighton, In his statement today, 
eaid that they were willing that the ne- 
eroes should go, but that they owed them 
(the Knightons) some $80 and they wish- 
ed them to arrange the debt before they 
moved off to another farm, as if they 
once moved all chances of collecting the 
debt would disappear. 
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NO ORDINANCE FOR SAFETY. 


Augusta Commissioners Cannot Reg- 
ulate Conditions in Theaters. 


Augusta, Ga., January 15.—(Special.)— 
At tonight’s meeting of the board of 
police commissioners, W. T. Alexander, a 
member, asked if there was an ordinance 
requiring the providing of fire escapes for 
buildings, and made the statement that

Hoolihan Operated in Virginia and 
North Carolina.

CAROLINA FISH INDU 


STRY 


EMPLOYS 35,000 PEOPLE 


In the salt water at Beaufort at certain annual catch of all kinds of fish in North 


seasons the surface of the water is alive 
with young shad, and the writer has 
known half a dozen killed by one flap of 
an oar. upon the water in a school of 
them. 

Among the sights of the shad-fishing 
season are a run through the sounds in a 
small boat amid the maze of shad nets 
and watching the fishermen, who have to 
stand the bitterest weather, in their little 
skiffs or canoes, handle the fish with 
wonderful deftness and rapidity, taking 
them from the nets, putting them into the 
boats, hoisting sail, and running for 
Roanoke island or some other point, in 
order to transfer the fish to the buyers 
for packing. The United States fish com- 
mission always has men on hand there to 
obtain eggs. The United wes has a 
very important hatchery at Edenton, and 
buys eggs under contract from Dr. Cape- 
hart, and also from the fishermen who 
operate the gill nets. The shad eggs 
taken by gill net fishermen are superior 
to those from seines, and the “gillers’’ 
attach enough value to the market for 
eggs to save as many as possible. When 
they have an apportnuity they take the 
eges and fertilize them, placing them in 
Spawning pans. One giller who devoted 
himself to securing spawning shad caught 
3,300 and sold over 6,000,000 eggs to the 
fish commission. 

There are queer things about the breed- 
ing’ places of the shad. For example, tn 
certain stretches of river,” apparently 
favorable, no ripe fish are found. In the 
Roanoke river for 16 miles above its 
mouth, where 15,000 are taken annually, 
mature eggs cannot be found, though 
the fish spawn a little below there and 
also spawn many miles above. The ‘‘Sut- 
ton Beach” seine is the one in North 
Carolina waters which has afforded the 
most spawn, yet only about one spawning 
shad to each 100 caught is taken there, 
the annual catch of this seine being from 
30,000 to 75,000. It will be seen that it 
is not remarkable that uifficulty is found 
in securing eggs for use in restocking 
these North Carolina waters, which but 
for such restocking would not be worth 
fishing in, , 

The government pays a high price for 
eggs, this being always aboVe the market 
price of the shad, and payment is made 
at the end of the season, on the basis 
of 28,000 eggs to the liquid quart, the 
price being $10 to $20 for a million eggs. 
The shad, large fish as it is, weighing 
from 2% to 6 pounds, is extremely 
delicate, dies very quickly after capture 
and is immediately responsive to elec- 
tri¢al storms, the catch falling off the 
moment a thunder storm develops, even 
in seines already in the water and with 
their leads on the bottom. Electricity 
seems to kill the eggs with great swift- 
ness. On one occasion nearly 50 per cent 
of the eggs perished during an electrical 
storm which lasted six hours, in two 
hours many of them having turned white. 
though during the storm there was no 
perceptible change insthe temperature of 
the water. 

The herring ranks high @s a food fish 


for shipment from this state, though, of. 


course, there are many other important 
fish, such as the mullet, trout, bluefish, 
Spanish mackerel and whiting. The seur- 
Zeon fishing is important, and in the 
great seines which are hauled On the 
beaches many sturgeon are taken. They 
are chiefly valuable on account of the 
roe, from which the “‘caviare,” so high- 
ly prized in Russia, is made. From 30 
to 40 pounds of roe is taken from the 
female sturgeon, not infrequently, and 
this is packed in special sized tins, and 
hermetically sealed, being shipped to 
New York, whence it goes to Russia for 
special preparation. At both the Cape- 
hart and Wood fisheries particular atten- 
tion is givén to the taking of the sturgeon 
roe for this pyrpose. The great seines 
hauled at these beaches are, in case of 
an immense: catch of fish, ‘backed’ by 
smaller seines, so that in case a break 
the fish can still be held. The seiners 
spear the sturgeon and other great fish, 
which wotid otherwise tear the nets, 
yet in spite of these precautions the nets 
are torn ané there is often heavy loss 
of fish on this account. The scene on 
the beach is a lively one, the big 
seines bringing in their tons of fish, 
which lie in a great quivering mass for 
scores Of yards along the shore, under the 
projecting eaves of the big fish houses, 
while the people dash among them and 
cull out the shad, others getting to work 
on the herrings. 

There are fish factories near by, which 
utilize the commoner fish in the making 
of fertilizer or oil. Nothing is wasted. 
In the old days, before there were fish 
factories for making Oil and fertilizers, 
fish used to be placed under the crops 
on the farms, and made a very fine fer- 
tilizer. One of the sayings aMong the 
farmers used to be, “This corn was 
planted with a herring to the hill.”” That 
custom has now gone out of vogue. The

Carolina is simply immense, and about 
35,006 people are émployed in fishing one 
way and another. The fish and oysters 
from this state go all over the country, 
even away down south, and thouSands 
upon thougands of the readers of The 
Sunny South, living in various states, 
have eaten these toothsome products of 
the North Carolina sound country. 

Dr. Capehart, a most interesting man 
and extremely well informed about the 
fishing industry, was one of the judges 
of the department of. fish and- fisheries 
at the Chicago world’s fair in 1893. Cul- 
Jen Capehart. his grandfather, began fish- 
ing sSeines on the Albemarle sound in 
1823. Dr. Capehart’s father, G. W. 
Capehart, began in 1843, and thev to- 
gether continued until the United States 
gunboats appeared in those waters in 
1862. In 1867 Dr. Capehart himself be- 
gan operating seines and has continued 
to the present time. In the course of 
an interview he said: “There were for- 
merly twelve large seines, operated by 
d‘fferent persons, all the way from Roan- 
oke island to Coleraine, the whole extent 
of the sound, and far up the Chowan 
river. Five of these were operated by 
steam power, beginning with the ‘pat- 
entee’ seine, Captain P. M. Warren, at 
Drummond Point, others being operated 
by Mills, Roberts, Ed Wood and myself 
(I having two seines), and Mr. Holly. 

“I will give you an idea of the extent 
of one of these plants. It consists of a 
seine, Say 2,500 yards long, and as deep 
as the water reqitres, with 4,600 yards 
of hauling rope, 3% inches: 2,500 yards 
of toggle lines and 5,000 yards Of small- 
er rope, 2% inches; 7,000 to 8,000 large 
corks; two steam fiats for transportation 
of seine and rope, an engine house at 
either end of the beach, with necessary 


engines and gearing to draw the weighty 


seine back to the shore after it has been 
put in the sound from the decks of the 
two steam barges.” Dr. Capehart was 
asked specially as to the numbers of 
fish caught at a single hau) or landing 
of his seine and replied: “The largest 
haul of shad taken by Cullen Capehart 
at his Scotch Hall fishery, near the head 
of the Albemarle sound, was 6,004, made 
in 1843. I caught et the same fishery 
in 1869 (after it came into my posses 
sion), 4,777 shad and in 1876 caught 
43,700 pounds of gtripped bass (generally 
known as “ook ig. of which 365 aver- 
aged 685 pounds in weight, while somé 
weighed as much as 104 pounds. FAi- 
ward Wcecod caught 300,000 herring at 
one haul at his Greenfield fisher on Al- 
bomarle sound. Mr. Wilson and myself, 
at ovr Coleraine fishery, on the Chowan 
river, also caught 300,000 herring at one 
haul. I caught at one haul 188,000 her- 
ring and 1,000 shad, besides q great va- 
riety of other fish at my Avoca fishery. 
The largest haul of sturgeon made at my 
Scotch Hall beach was W, these being 
from 6 to !2 feet in length. I will give 
you a week's catch of shad, from the 
24th to the 30th of last Apvil, this being 
26,000. Four consecutive hauls of shad 
were 3,200, 2,759, 2.454, 2,224. The same 
week I caught 590,000 herring. 

‘In 1901 I made three hauls In one 
day, at which were taken of shad 4,578,

Bast between Japan and Russia, 
the wnusual spectacle will be pre- 
\eented of American skill] being pitted 
Bgainst itself in modern powerful vessels 
being lined up against each Other in any 
‘maval battle that would take place. 

The newest war ships of both nations 
have been built in the United States. 

Notable in this class are the Variag 
pf the Russian navy, and the power- 
Wul Kasagi, of the Japanese navy, 
‘oth of which ‘“‘crack’’ vessels were 
built at Cramps’ shipyard in Philadei- 
phia within five years. These two cruls- 
ers are of about the same tonnage and 
speed, and would be pitted against each 
other. 

The navies of the world are particu- 
larly .interested in the prospective war 
between Japan and Russia, as a nayal 
conflict would bring into activity war- 
ships of both countres built in the Uni- 
ed States. What the results of such a 
combat on sea would be is problemat- 
ical. 

The imperial Japanese cruiser Kasagi 
is the equa] in materials and workman- 
type in the United States navy. The ar- 
mament of the Kasago {s two 8-inch 
quick-firing rifles, ten 4.7-Inch quick- 
firing rifles mounted in broadside, with 
secondary battery of twelve 1!2-pounder 
quick-firergs and six 2%-pounder Hotch- 
kiss guns.

The emperor was so well pleased with 
the crufser that he selected her to escort 
the fmpertal yacht fom Sst. Petersburg 
to Cherbourg. 

The Variag has a speed of twenty- 
three knots per hour. The machinery 
was designed and calculated to develop 
20,000 I. H. P., and fs capable of doing 
80 if required. o 

The vessel] is designed to fulfill the 
highest requirements of a high-speed 
protected crulser, carrying a large bat- 
Yterv of quick-firing guns and provided 
with an unusually large number of tor- 
pedo tubes. 

The battery of the ship is as follows: 

Twelve 6-inch 45-caliber ranid-fir- 
ing guns, twelve 50-caliber rapid-firing 
‘guns and six 3-pounder Hotchkill guns.

pean warships. However, both officers 
and men are imbued with a brave, war- 
like. spirit, which they have shown when 
coming into contact with foreign squad- 
rons. 

The Russian is a good sailor. He has 
an utter contempt for fear ané@ for the 
life of any man. The feeling of honor, 
however, among the Russian officers is 
developed in ¥ts noblest form. His sense 
of duty is very keen, but ar men, they 
are capable of abusing their power, and 
the saflors on warships are. frequently 
ill-treated, despite their exhibitions of 
good fighting and seamanship. 

Owing to its geographical gituation and 
its widely separated seas, Russia has 
to maintaja four distinct squadrons, the 
Baltic, the Black sea, the Pacific and 
the Caspian. Consequently, notwithstand- 
ing a very considerable and continuous 
inerease in the expenditure of the navy, 


the fleet is strong in none of theg® seas. - 


Russia has twenty-six battleships, eight 
const-defense vessels, twenty-four cruis- 
ers, forty-one gunboats, forty-five torpe- 
do boats, besides one hundred and fifty 
first-class and second-class boats. The 
torpedo boats can be transported from the 
Baltic to the Black sea. The total num- 
her of officers and men in the navy is 
45,000. 


NO LIGHT ON THE MYSTERY. 


Mrs. Brechtel Wept During the Trial 
Yesterday. 

Allentown, Pa., January 15.—The trial 
of Mrs. Catherine Bechtel, charged with 
being an acessory after the fact to the 
murder of her daughter, Mabel, was con- 


tinued today, and a number of witnessts 


were examined. No important evidence, 
however, was elicited to throw light upon 
the mystery of the girl’s death. 

Mr. Schaadt, the attorney for Mrs. 
Béchtel, is strenuously endeavoring not 
alone to acquit his client, but to remove 
from the memory of her son, Thomas, 
the suicide, the stigma of being the mur- 
derer of his sister. This was indicated 
several times today on his cross-examina- 
tion of witnesses for the commonwealth. 

At the present rate of progress, the case 
will drag over into next week. Ex- 


perts on blood stains will likely be called ° 


tomorrow. Both sides are well fortified 
with expert talent. 

Mrs. Margaret Miller testified to see- 
ing blood spots on the sidewalk in front 
of the Bechtel home, besides carriage 
wheel tracks and hoofmarks. She said 
Tom Bechtel rarely spoke to any mem- 
ber of the family, but that Mabel and her 
mother frequently quarreller over Weis- 
enberg, the .mother objecting to her as- 
him. Several neighbors 
testified that they heard nothing unusual 
in the Bechtel home on the night of 
the murder. 

Coronor Schelrers testified that rigor 
mortis was setting in. when he took 
charge of Mabel Bechtel’s body. He said 
the wounds had evidently been infilcted 
by a concave instrument. The wounds 
looked as though they had been washed. 

Dr. W. W. Esbach corroborated Coro- 
ner Scheirer’s evidence. Death, he said, 
was due to a fractured skull. 

Police Chief Eastman told of finding the 
blood-stained garments and articles in 
the Bechtel home. Tom Bechtel came to 
police headquarters, he said, Wednesday 


{afternoon and volunteered -to help find the 


man who killed his sister. 

Undertaker V. F. Wonderly Mentified 
the clothing taken from Mabel’s body. 
Tom called at the morgue, he said, to see 
the body and was visibly affected. During 
this testimony Mrs. Bechtel wept freely, 
her body quivering as she gave expression 
to her sorrow.

While 
in the out house on his premises at 3 a. 
m. Monday he saw a light in Bechtel’s 
kitchen, the rear door being open. Wit- 
ness heard the voices of a man and a 
woman. He also N@ard water flowing into 
the cess poo] from the Bechtel home. Two 
hours later Bechtel’s door was closed and 
no water was flowing. 

W. R. Whitehorn, professor of chemis- 
try at Muhlenburg college, reported his 
analysis of M#bel’s stomach and its con- 
tents.

INOORDLAND GETS 


SAFE INTO. PORT 


Red Star Liner, Five Days 
Overdue, Is at Phila- 
delphia. 


Philadelphia, January 16.—The Red 
Star Line steamer Noordland, Liverpool 
and Philadelphia, passed in the Dela- 
ware breakwater today being five days 
overdue. The delay, as reported by 
Captain Roberts, was due to the break- 
ing of an eccentric strap on the engine. 
The captain saié the accident Occurred 
when the Noordland was about 500 miles 
out from Queenstown. She was ex pe- 
riencing heavy weather and during the 
severe pitching the strap snapped. The 
big steamship was hove to for two days 
for repairs and later proceeded under 
“headway repairs.” 

The Noordland arrived at her dock to- 
night. A large crowd of persons, most 
of whom were relatives and friends of 
those on board, were there to greet the 
disabled steamer. 

From statemerts made by paSsengers 
and offtcers of the Noordland, there were 
some very anxious moments while the 
staunch vessel lay helpicss tn the turpu- 
lent sea, although at no time was she 
in real danger of foundering. 

Captain Roberts said that from the 
time the Noordland left Liverpool the 
steamer had continuous heavy west 
gales. On Friday night, January 1, he 
said, an exceptionally severe gale was 
encountered. The vessel, in conse- 
quence, pitched heavily, causing her pro- 
peller to race every time her stern rose 
out of the water. The strain on the en- 
gines was so great that on Saturday, 
January 2, the eccentric strap on the 
main shaft snapped, and the big ves- 
se] wags at the'marcy of the waves. 
The terrific gale did not begin to sub- 
side until Sunday, when the weather 
gradually moderated. 

According to cabin passengers, conster- 
nation reigned when it became known 
that the Noordland was unmanageabie, 
although the officers did the best they 
could to allay all fear. While the ship 
laid helpless, she pitched so violently 
that everything movable was thrown 
about. Crockery and furniture were 


damaged, and those On board had adiffi- 


culty in moving about. Oné passenger 
states that the pitch of the ship was so 
great that the ends of rugs on the cabin 
floors were turned over. The steerage 
passengers were locked below, and pray- 
ers were Offered by them for their de- 
liverance. The greatest fear existed 
among those in the steerage, while the 
cabin passengers, although greatly 
frightened, were calmer. 

The captain stated that while. repairs 
were being made, heavy seas were ship- 
ped, one of which carried away about 30 
feet of the aft rail. '

, Sarcastically, and am doing the

Mr. Wynne was plied with questions 
calculated to test his knowledge of a 
number of details of therural delivery 
service, but they were met with a frank 
“I don’t know.” The witness added that 
whenever he wanted certain information 
he would send to the free delivery sys- 
tem division for it an@ got it. He could 


. rot possibly give personal attention to all 


the detaiis of his office. Further ques- 
tioning brought forth the statement by 
Mr. Wynne that the basis for furnishing 
the supplies for the postoftice originated 
In the requisition of the postmasters of 
the country. Asked to describe what 
was meant by postoffice routine, ag ap- 
plied to contracts, Mr. Wynne said that 
certain matters were routine for him but 


not for the official who had made the 
contract. 


‘Ss “If the officia] wag entirely honest,” 
Baid the witness, “and had no interest 


in the contract, it would be routine, 
If he was dishonest, he would follow 
everything up and see that the contrac- 
tor got the full benefit of the service.” 


Perry Heath Testifies. 

Perry S. Heath, former first assistant 
postmaster general, then took the sand, 
his examinaion being conduced by Mr. 
Taggart for the government. He testi- 
fied to his service in the department 
from 1897 to July, 1900, and said he 
knew of the Groff fastener, which had 
Been adopted and was in use when he 
entered the office. Thea practice of the 
Office in the matter of the purchase of 
supplies, he said, was continued after 
he entered upon his duties. He was 
ghown an order for fasteners with his 
name attached, and promptly said: 


“That's my name and my signature, | 


but I see it is signed with a rubber 
stamp.” 

The stamp, he said, was used only for 
formal matters, and it had not been his 
practice to use rubber stamp on doc- 
uments calling for the expenditure of 
money. He said that without his at- 
tention being particularly called to a 
requisition from Machen’s division, .he 
would pass it in a formal manner. 

He declared that he never saw either 
of the Groffs until he came into the 
court room and said that he did not re- 
member ever having attached his sig- 
nature with the rubber stamp to ‘the 
order for fasteners in questions. He then 
Gescribed the office circumlocution of an 
order for supplies and also explained that 


“under the law the chief clerk of the 


first assistant postmaster genera). would 


act as first assistant postmaster general 
in the latter's absence. 

The latter was shown a Dill for fast- 
eners signed by Machen and marked 
“corre¢t.’” He said he was g°verned in 
placing his signature thereon, in approval 
by the fact that the voucher seemed in 
regular form properly initiated. 

On «ssoss-examination, Mr. Heath said 
he could not speak regarding the signing 
of the Machen initials by Miss Liebhardt, 
Machen’s stenographer and clerk, but 
he did recall having been informed that 
she signed Machen’s name. He then was 
led through a long line of questioning, 


’ the fact being brought out that in Mach- 


en's division subordinates prepared cer- 
tain papers for Machen’s initials. 

Mr. Douglass objected to the admis- 
gion of the papers such as had been of- 
fered in evidence, saying the government 
had not even laid the foundation for its 
charge of conspiracy. 

He contended that the significance of 
these papers will be dependent upon the 
evidence which should precede them. It 
all was being done, he said, to confuse 
the mind of the jury and of the court. 
fie demanded that the government now 
produce its evidence of conspiracy to de- 
fraud so as to connect Machen with spe- 
cific knowledge of the transactions re- 
ferred to. Counsel for each of the other 
defendants made a similar demand. 

Mr. Taggart replied that he was try- 
Ing to illustrate the methods of business 
in the postoffice and with respect to the 
Initials of Mr. Machen’s the papers had 
a tendency to show that Machen was 
connected with that transaction to which 
they related. Answering a query by 
Justice Pritchard, Mr. Taggart said he 
did not offer the documents to show the 
guilt of defendants, but to make clear 
the office practice. The defense scored 
when the couyt decided that the evi- 
dence was not competent at this time. 

“The government,” said Justice Pritch- 
ard, “has it within its power to bring 
this evidence within the rule. I do not 
think it has done so0, und therefore for 
the present I will not permit it to in- 
troduce it.” 

The effect of the decision is that the 
government now must prove its case. A 
recess was taken. 


Taggart Cross-Questions. 

Whn court convened, Mr. Yieath, reply- 
ing to questions by Mr Taggart, said 
that the number of fasteners required 
would be determined by requisitions of 
postmasters. The price, howeyer, wouid 
be fixed in the department ¥%and would 
originate with the superintendent of ru- 
ral free delivery division. 
Cross-questioned by Mr, Douglass, Mr. 
Heath said that after an article had 
been adopted+ by the department and its 
ptice fixed, and it had become a stand- 
ard article of supply, the signing of 
requisitions woulg be a matter of routine.

IS THE OBJECT 


Chamberlain on the Attitude 
of the Tariff Com- 
mission. 


London, \January 15.—Joseph Cham- 
berlain presided at the first meeting of 
the tariff commission, which assembled 
here this afternoon with a large attend- 
ance of members, including Henry Chap- 
lin, formerly president of the board of 
agriculture and formerly president of the 
local government board; Sir Robert Her- 
bert, formerly under secretary of state 
for the colonies; Sir Alfred Jones, presi- 
dent of the Liverpool chamber of com- 
merce; C. A. Pearson, the well known 
newspaper proprietor, and Alfred Mosely. 

Mr. Chamberlain in opening the pro- 
ceedings made an eloquent and inspir- 
ing speech, during which he drew a par- 
allel from what the United States and 
Germany had accomplished under protec- 
tive tariffs and denied that anv tariff 
could be framed here which, as its op- 
ponents allege, would make the rich rich- 
and the poor poorer. The United 
States under protection had reaped pros- 
perity unexcelled in the world. 

‘‘In no other country was wealth so 
evenly distributed, while there was no 
country in the world where such a large 
proportion of the population was on the 
verge of hunger and distress as in Great 
Britain.”’. 

Mr. Chamberlain said the object of the 
commission was not to formulate tariff 
laws, but to investigate and inquire with 
open mind. All that has thus far been 
decided was that the policy adopted so 
many years ago required reform. 


Mrs. J. A. Babb, Carnesville, Ga. 


Carnesville, Ga., January 15.—(Special.)

On tTedirect examination, Mr. Heath 
said that Machen did not have the right 
to establish a standard of an article or 
its price without consideration with the 
first assistant postmaster general, nor 
would any clerk have that right. Having 
thus established a standard, Mr. Heath 
said, replying to further questioning, any 
proposition involving a new article equal- 
ly as good and for less price would 
originate with the first assistant postmas- 
ter general, and by him be brought to 
the notice of the superintendent of the 
free delivery. He added that he did not 


or any other proposition involving fasten- 
ers brought to his attention during his 
term of office. 

Being cross examined by Mr. Douglass, 
the witness said that had a new fastener 
been adopted after the.Groff fastener was 
made standard, the latter would have 
been displaced, and at a consequent loss 
to the government. 

Mr. Heath was then excused and for- 
mer Assistant Postmaster General John- 
son took the stand. His length of service, 
he said, extended from August, 1900, to 
April, 1902. 

As in the case of the preceding wit- 
nesses he described the officer's practice 
as affecting the approval of matter orig- 
inating in the rural free delivery divi- 
sion. He had, he said, no recollection of 
any conversation with Machen regarding 
the Groff fastener.

PROVIDED FOR 


Bate’s Bill for Court of Ap- 
peals To Meet at At- 
lanta 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, January 1!5.—(Special.)—A 
new federal judicial circult, to consist 
of Georgia, Florida and Tennessee, is 
provided for in a bill which has been 
introduced in the senate by Genera] Bate, 
of Tennessee. | 

The bill provides that two additional 
circuit judges shall be appointed for this 
new judicial circuit who shall have the 
same qualifications and the same powers 
and jurisdiction that other circuit judges 
now have, and that these, with the cir- 
cuit judge now residing at Nashville, 
shalf constitute the three circuit judges 
for the circuit, these to make up a cir- 
cuit court of appeals for the tenth dis- 
trict. 

This court, according fo the provisions 
of the Bate bill, would sit at Atlanta, be- 
ginning its annua] term on the first 
Monday in October, “‘to hear all appeals 
and writs of error prosecuted from the 
United States circuit and district courts 
held in and for the states aforesaid.” 

This circuit court of appeals shall have 
and exercise all of the power and juris- 
diction now possessed and exercised by 
like courts under existing law; and said 
court of appeals may, in its discretion, 
at any time order @&ny case or cases 
pending by appeal or writ of erTfor at 
either of the places designated for hold- 
ing a term of said court transferred to 
any other place within said circuit for 
hearing and final disposition. 

In case this bill becomes a law, pro- 
vision is made for the appointment of an 
additional judge for the third circuit to 
take the place now held by the circuit 
judge at Nashville, who, as indicated, 
would be one of the three judges of the 
new tenth district. |

Well- 
dressed men hurried along with costly 
Cigars between their teeth. Beautiful 
women in elegant carriages with care- 
fully kept lap dogs in their arms—dogs 
that never know the sting of the winter’s 
frost nor the pang of hunger. Truly we 
have many prosperous peopl®“in our 
great city and we rejoice that it as so. 

“When I reached home there was a 
caller in my hall. A little woman with 
a pinched face and a Jean figure. Her 
dress had done much service, but was 
neat and clean. The thin cloak was 
darned in many places and was scant 
protection from the frosty air. She had 
brought home some sewing my wife had 
had her do, and with her honest eyes full 
of tears that she tried to hide, this brave 
little battler against the dread wolf 
of poverty told us her story—a story 
that I already knew in part, for I have 
been aiding her ‘some as I Knew ghe 
had need, and have investigated her case 
enough to know that she speaks the 
truth from other lips than hers, for she 
is no beggar. , 

“If my poor husband could only find 
something do,’ she said, ‘we would 
not be ,in this*awful fix. But he has 
been now for nearly two years down 
nearly al] the time with the rheumatism 
and out of work. Je’s a stationary en- 
gineer and a smart man to work; don’t 
drink a drop, but this awful rheumatism 
has drawn his limbs so badly that he 
cannot do work that he once could. He 
could work as a watchman, or anything 
that did not make him climb about, but 
it seems like he just cannot find a thing 
to do. He's so dispondent at times that. 
he talks of taking his life, but I beg 
him not to do that, but to trust in God. 

‘“ "Tl do all I can, but my poor mother 
is in the last stages of.Bright’s disease, 
and I cannot leave her to go out to work 
for she can't help herself at all, and of- 
ten falls with spasms. I got notice yes- 
terday that I must get out of the house 
I live in in three days because ‘we sre 
behind with the rent, and I know that 
it ought to be paid, but I just cannot 
pay it. We ha® not had a spark of fire 
nor any food for two days, and I hurried 
these garments done so I could get the 
money to get us some food and coal. b 
don't know what I am to do, and [I do 
wish you would please do all you can 
to get me and my husband some work 
to do’ 

“That was her story. Not the whine of 
a professional beggar, but the pitiful 
story of a desparate struggle for life. 
Her immediate needs are supplied. She 


a little while at least. But the little 
that I could do will not long keep back 
the hungry beasts.about them, and [f 
eannot but helieve that there are many 
in this favored city that would be glad 
to help this brave little woman in her 
fight with the wolf of poverty. 

“Will yow pause for a little while af- 
ter reading this and think of your own 
favore@ lot? How much you have to be 
thankful for this winter day! Then let 
your mind go out to the plain little cot- 
tage, where sitg an honest man out ‘of 
work, a poor old woman tottering into 
the grave with an awful disease, and 
hunger and cold, and a brave little wom- 
2n who all the day long and far into the

PAYS. PENALTY 


Murderer of Drasbach ‘Was 
Hanged Yesterday, 


Went to Gallows in the Tower With- 
out Fear and Singing a Hymn. 
Body Fell Seven Feet and 
, Neck Was Broken. - 


John Harris, the slayer of Policeman 
Hans Drasbach, was hanged at 11.07 
o'clock yesterday morning. The execu- 
tion took place in the Tower at the 
Fulton county jail. 

The efforts made to save the negro'’s 


life proved unavailing and he was led + 


from the death chamber at the appoint- 
ed hour, !! o’clock, to pay the penalty 
for his crime, He was cool and there was 
not the slightest hitch in the grim pro- 
ceedings. 

For somé time prior to the hour of 
death Harris had been with his family, 
speaking the last farewells. He assured 
his wife that he was firm in the belief 
of his own salvation and seemed re- 
lieved when she informed him that ar- 
rangements had been made to bury him. 
He has been haunted by a dread that his 
body would be turned over to some med- 
ical college for dissection anfl the state- 
ment of his wife removed this cpprehen- 
sion. 

As the condemned man was led from his 
cell into the gallows chamber he chant- 
ed a negro hymn, the burden of which 
Tan: - 

‘None but the righteous, 
None byt the righteous, 
None but the righteous, 
Shall see the Lord.”’ 

Sheriff J. W. Nelms was cool under 
the trying circumstances and before Har- 
ris was led onto the platform of the 
gallows the sheriff jumped on the trap 
door to test the strength of the ‘“‘trig- 
ger” of the gallows. The machinery 
stood this test and Harris was permitted 
to take his place on the “trap.’’ He did 
so without a muscle quivering still chant- 
ing. ‘ 

Dr, Nelms asked him if he wished to 
say anything, whereupon Harris spoke 
a few words,_in a sing song tone. He 
declared that he had no malice against 
the dead policeman and that when he 
plunged his knife into the officer's body 
he believed it was the negro who had 
attacked him that he was stabbing. He 
asked everyone to take warning from 
what whisky and a bad temper had 
done for him and called on those whom 
he said had “sworn lies” against him 
to pray for forgiveness. 

am going to heaven,” he said, ‘‘and 
if meet the white man I xilled there 
I want to take his hand and tell him 
I bore him no malice.” 

When Harris was taken from his cell 
his hands were handcuffed behind him 
and as soon as he had made this state- 
ment the other preparations for the exe- 
cution were made.

But the soldier in question 
Was unmistakable. Ke was rather the 
center of the crowd, the cause of it, 
than one of it. He wore a peculiar short 
jacket of rusty gray, the faded gray, 
the same that: he wore when as a mem- 
ber of the Fourth Georgia regiment he 
engaged in many a gallant conflict with 
the men of Gordon's division. He was 
W. F. Gay, of Jefferson Lamar camp, 
United Confederate Veterans, Covington, 
and he came to Atlanta with;other com- 
rades to pay a last tribute to his beloved 
commander, His faded gray jacket is 
one of the few that have survived moth 
and decay and are brought out from 
their sacred hiding places on state occa- 
sions to revive the memories of those 
trying days of the sixties. Private Gay 
is a great talker and he entertained the 
crowd for an hour or more with stories 
of his life in the confederate army. He 
Was desperately wounded in the battle 
of the Wilderness in 1864, and it was 
thought he could not live. He was at 
that time, or shortly afterward, retired 
honorably. 

In the crowd that lMstened to Private 
Gay wags W. H. Gay, of Meriwether 
county. His eyes were riveted intently 
upon the old soldier as he told his story, 
but he said nothing. Afterward he took 
aside one of those who had heard the 
old soldier’s story. 

“I thought at first,’’ he said, “‘that he 
was my grandfather, whom I have not 
seen in forty-four years. The name and 
intials are the same, and my grandfather 
would be just about his age. It- was 
forty-four years ago that he left honie 
Owing to some family dispute, and we 
heard from him’ only once after that 
time. When I heard the name of Gay 
and the initials it: gave me a little shock 
and I waited to hear other particulars 
as to who he was. The fact that” he 
went to the war from Jasper county, as 
he stated, however, convinced me that 
he was not my lost relative, though in 
every other respect I could almost have 
identified him as my grandfather.” 


Among the visitors at the Kimball 
house are Miss Corinne Tebault, repre- 
senting the Confederate Ladies of Louis- 
lana; Mrs. W. J. Behan, president of the 
Ladies’ Memorial Association, and Miss 
Sadie Patrick, secretary of the same as- 
sociation, all of _New Orleans. They 
have been here all the week attending 
the funeral ceremonies of -General John 
B. Gordon: Miss Tebault is a grand- 
daughter of the late David Bailey, of 
Griffin. 2 


It has been almost impossible for per- 
sons to micet on the streets these iast few 
days without some reference being made 
to the death of Gordon and the way in 
which his memory fs revered by all, will 
always live as‘the brightest sunshine in 
this present period of darkness. Not only 
has his death been commented upon in 
words that marked a genuine sorrow 
by’ the men, but'as a strong, brave, gen- 
tle, Christian gentleman, he has been 
spoker. of with ajy.respect and regard by 
the women of the southland as only be- 
longed to one Who had shared with them 
their trials and sufferings when' the day 
was darkest. 

It was late last night in th- local rooms 
of The Constitution office that the mem- 
bers of the city etaff got to talking 
about the day that had passed and how 
remarkable it had been. There was not 
a department in all Atlanta in which the 
subject of Gordon and his death was 
not made paramount to all of the regu- 
jar routine duties. 

The city hall man started the conversa- 
tion: “Of course General Gordon was a 
Georgian, but he was an Atlantan as well, 
and all of the Atlanta city officials could 
talk Of little else than his merits as a 
citizen as well as a soldier and a states- 
man, I never saw anything like it has 
been. Of course the regular work has 
been attended to but no one seemed tov 
busy to stop and speak some word of 
praise or :ecount s0me personal remiunis- 
ence of the great man which must ever 
be held most dear.” 

The man who looks after the state capi- 
tol was the next to speak. ‘That is ex- 
actly the way it has been at the state 
house. Not only was the governor and 
prominent men Of the state meeting to 
further arangements, but the officials and 
all of the clerks employed found little else 
to talk about.” |

MARRIED WOMEN. 
ARE NOT BARRED 


Attorney General John C. 
Hart Says They May 
Feach School, 


At the request of State School Commis- 
sioner W. B. Merritt, Attorney General 
John C, Hart yesterday rendered an 
opinion relative to married women teach- 
ing in the public schools of the state 
The attorney general holds that mar- 
riage is no bar to teaching in the pub- 
lic schools, and that rules should not 
be passed prohibiting them from acting 
as school teachers. 

In one of the counties of the state 
the county school board passed a reso- 


lution prohibiting married women from 
teaching. It seems that one of the teach- 
ers got married secretly, and it was some 
months before the fact that she was 
married became public. In the meantime 
she kept her position as a teacher. The 
board, when it found out this fact, 
asked for her resignation. It was in 
this way that the matter wae brought 
to the attention of the state school com- 
missioner, 

Following is Judge Hart's opinion on 
the subject, and it is decidedly in favor 
of the married women: 

Atlanta, Ga., January 
W. B. Merritt, State 
sioner, State Capitol. Dear Sir: I beg 
to acknowledge your recent communi- 
cation and herewith comply with your re- 
quest, that I furnish you an official] opin- 
ion upon the inquiry, ‘‘whether the board 
of education of a given county has the 
authority to make and enforce a rule 
prohibiting married women from tedch- 
ing in the common svhools of this state.’ 

To preserve the home rule feature the 
wishes of the trustees of the local school 
should be respected, but under our law 
as framed the right of the final election 
of teachers is within the hands of the 
county board of education. It is the 
duty, therefore, of the county board to 
elect the teacher so recommended, pro- 
vided such teacher is qualified and eligi- 
ble according to law. Eligibility to teach 
is confined to moral and mental qualifi- 
cations. Neither sex nor condition !s 
prescribed. The selection of teachers, 
therefore, is primarily with the local 
trustees, subject to objection for iegal 
reasons by the county board of educa- 
tion. I do not think the board of edu- 
cation is justified in laying down the 
arbitrary rule that marriage incapaci- 
tates a woman to teach school. This 
rule would seem to imply the board had 
reached the conclusion that the fact she 
has entered into a contract of marriage 
demonstrates a want of “mental inca- 
pacity’’ to teach. Men, married ones at 
least, cannot afford to make that confes- 
sion. It must be admitted, however, that 
she often makes mistakes along on this 
line, though it seems hardly fair to im- 
pose upon her other burdeng than those 
She logically suffers in consequence of 
such mistakes. While marriage often in- 
volves a sacrifice of her personal! liberty, 
it should not be extended to disqualify 
her in the employment of her civil righis. 
Nor do I understand that marriage 
should or ought to lessen a woman’s use- 
fulness. In fact, if she is happily mar- 
ried, and she always deserves to be, 
it should make her a better woman. The 
best woman TI know is a married wom- 
an. This ought to be the universal ver- 
dict of married men. If marriage mak*s 
her a better woman, it follows she makes 
a-better teacher. Matrimony should be 
encouraged, at least. by the men. 

The rule in question adopted by the 
board must in effect restrain matrimony, 
for it must be conceded she is always 
jealous of her liberties. If I have read 
the law understandingly instead of re- 
straining matrimony it encourages it. A 
rule. therefore, adopted by a board of 
education which fixes the penalty of 
ineligibility to each as a consequence of 
marriage, is arbitrary, unjust and un- 
reasonable. The board may not have 
transcended the strict letter of the law 
in adopting the rule in question, but it 
occurs to me it is violative of “public 
policy."”” All women, whether married or 
single, should be given health and hap- 
piness. If marriage hag brought her in-

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OPEN SESSIONS 
FOR UNIVERSITY 


Presbyterian Commissioners 
Will Meet Here on 
Tuesday. 


The question of the Presbyterian uni- 
versity, which members of this denomi- 
nation throughout the seuth wish to lo- 
cate here, will be practically settled next 
‘week when the commissioners of this 
churoh, appofnted by the seven synods 
of seven southern states, meet in At- 
lanta for the purpose of discussing the 
matter. 

At this conference, which means 80 
much to Atlanta, South Carolina, Florida, 
Mississipp!, Loulsiana, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and Georgia, will be represented by 
the ablest ministers and laymen of the 
Presbyterian denomination in these states. 

The first session will be held Tuesday 
night at 7:30 o'clock, and will in all 
probability be an open meeting, to which 
every one interested in the proposed unl- 
versity is invited. It was at first in- 
tended to hold a secret session on the 
first evening, but owing to the fact that 
80 many people in the city have inquired 
about the meeting and evinced a lively 
interest in what the commissioners would 
do, those having charge of the deteils of 
the meeting have practically decided to 
open the doors to the public. 


At Central Presbyterian. 

The different meetings will be held in 
the Central Presbyterian church, and 
will probably continue through three 
days, Tuesday, ‘Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. Several secret sessions will be held 
at which important matters will be dis- 
oussed. 

At present there are two Presbyterian 
colleges in the south, the Southern Pres- 
byterian university, located at Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., and the Columbia Theolog!i- 
tal Seminary, located ‘at Columbia, 8S. C. 
Beveral months ago the Presbyterians 
began to con®ider the advisability of re- 
moving these two colleges to some cen- 
tral point, merging them together and 
thus obtaining a stronger college. A pub- 
lic masg meeting was held in Atlanta 
and public swbscriptions were taken up, 
with the result that $250,000 was raised 
and offered as an inducement toward 10- 
eating the proposed college in Atlanta. 

The twenty-one commissioners, four- 
‘teen ministers and Seven laymen, will 
meet to discuss the feasibility of re- 
moving the two institutions from their 
present locations and bringing them to 
Atlanta, and if they decide that the 
scheme is feasible they will disouss the 
Plans. 

The Alabama commissioners will atrive 
in the city on Tuesday morning and all 
te representatives will be present by 
Tuesday evening.

Chicago, January 15.—Renewed fear 
of war pulled up both grain and provis- 
ions today, May wheat closed at an ad- 
vance Of %c, corn %c and oats %@ic. 
Provisions gained 5 to 1744c. 

Wheat held steady during the first part 
of the session, mainly on account of the 
pit crowd to launch out on what was 
} considered a troubled sea. Local traders 
appeared to see no hope for profit on 
either side of the market and in conse- 
quence orders for small traders were the 
rule. Opening prices were a trifle firmer, 
influenced by a decline in consols and 
indications that a more acute phase in 
the war situation had been reached. May

stating that grave news was momentar- 
ily expected from the Far East, the 
market became suddenly active. Those

Corn was in good demand and firm 
after a light indication of weakness ear!ty 
in the day. Liverpool cables were lower 
and advices from Argentina favorable, 
which accounted for the easier tone at 
the start. Later in the session the war 
news became a factor and induced short 
covering. Offerings were light, due to 
the small receipts with no improvement 
in grading. Under these conditions prices 
made good gains, but at the advance 
there was considerable profit taking and 
a reaction followed. The close, however, 
was firm. After opening unchanged to 
lc lower at 43%@45%c, May advanced 
to 49c and closed at 48%c. Local re- 
ceipts were 319 cars, with 4 of contract 
grade. 

Oats were up sharply with trading at 
times quite excited. The holder of a big 
long line was an active buyers and this 
induced considerable buying by smaller 
traders, while shorts covered freely. A 
big cash demand, which was hard to fill 
on account of scarcity of offerings, was 
also a bull influence, although the war 
news also helped to advance prices. Clos- 
ing prices were strong and at the top.

New York, January !5.—The record in 
prices in Liverpool today indicated that 
both sides were working diligently for 
immedfite advantage. Cables stated that 
general buying on an empty market, iIn- 
duced by lighter receipts, occasioned the 
early rise and partial decline that oc- 
curred subsequently was attributed to 
disquieting’news concerning the affair be- 
tween Japan and Russia. However, the 
foreign news proved sufficiently favorable 
to estabifeh a better level of values here 
and an iniprovement in the spot inquiry 
was noted, but the fact that much of the 
business_transacted contemplated deliv- 
ery on contract rafher dampened enthu- 
siasm in connection with that feature. 
The stock at this port has shown a ten-

New York, January 15.—The Liverpool 
market this morning was in a much bet- 
ter shape than looked for and advices 
from there described the situation as fa- 
vorable for a rise owing mainly to the 
fact that shorts were numerous and a 
good deal of anxiety arose from the smal- 
ler movement. The day here started with 
quite small receipts for the day, while the 
week-end figures were also small.

“Reports of improvement in the volume 
of business outnumber unfavorable dis- 
patches, although the situation is decid- 
edly irregular. As the money market be- 
comes easier there ts better prospect of 
postponed, work being resumed.

258. Eagle and Phenix Mills v. Herron, 
by next friend. Damages. Before Judge 
Butt. Muscogee superior court. 
Candler, J.—!. A petition for damages, 

which charges negligence on the part 

of the “defendant, its servants or agents”’ 
is not subject to demurrer on the ground 
that this allegation is equivocal and am- 
biguous in that it charges negligence 
against either the defendant or its ser- 
vants or its agents; the evident and un- 
mistakable intention of the language of 
the whole petition being to charge negli- 


gence against the defendant acting 
through the medium of its servants or 
agents. 


2. It is not error for the trial judge. 
in charging the jury, to summarize the 
pleadings and instruct them that ‘that 
makes the issue that you are sworn an 
empaneled to pass upon,’’ without fur- 
ther charging them upon a theory of de- 
fense not set up in the defendant's plea, 
and upon which a charge is not requested 
by counsel and it not demanded by the 
evidence. 

3. It is not cause for a new trial that 
the judge read in charge to the jury a 
code section part of which was applica- 
ble to the case under consideration and 
part not, *t not appearing that the read- 
ing of the applicable part tended to mis- 
lead the jury, erroneously affected their 
verdict, or was prejudicial to the rights 
of the complaining party. 

4. Where the defendant (a cotton mill 
company) in an action for damages on 
account of injuries alleged to have been 
sustained by reason of the operation of 
a defective pulley on one of its machines, 
admitted “that there was ‘a small piece 
of the rim broken off on the side (of the 
pulley) next the machine,” but denied 
“that the pulley was thereby made de- 
fective,” it was not error for the court, 
in charging the jury, to refer to the break 
as a defect, they being expressly !n- 
structed that the plaintiff could not re- 
cover unless this break or defect caused 
the injuries sued for. 

5. It was not an error after charging 
that, regardless of whether the defendant 
was négligent or not. if the plaintiff, a 
child. could have avoided his injuries by 
the use of Such care as his mental and 
physical capacity fitted him for exercising 
re could not recover, for the court to 
add: “If you believe that the child... 
in the exercise of all his mental capa- 
city, such as he was possessed of at the 
time, did not know that the same was 
dangerous, and the accident happened by 
reason of this defect in the pulley, then 
he would be entitled to recover. 

6. There was no error in any charge 
complained of in the motion, which Is 
not herefn specifically considered; the 
requests to charge, so far as legal and 
pertinent, were fully covered by the 
charge as given; and the eviderce war- 
— the verdict, which was not exces- 
sive.

Candler, J.—!. A petition ‘brought by 
one man against another who had for- 
merly been his partner in business, which 
proceeds upon the idea that the partner- 
ship has been dissolved, its affairs wound 
up, and an accounting had between its 
members, and which seeks to recover a 
sum of money made up partly of an al- 
leged individual indebtedness independent 
of the partnership relation, and partly 
of a sum alleged to be due by reason of 
the existence of the partnership and 
growing out of its dissolution, the latter 
sum being in no way affected by any debts 
due by or to the firm, is not subject to 
demurrer on the ground that it Is a suit 
at law by one partner against his co- 
partner to recover money due by reason 
of partnership transactions. 

2. Where such a petition sets out the 
items of the alleged {ndebtedness sued on. 
but alleges that on account of the faflure 
of the defendant to furnish the plaintiff 
with the partnership books, a more com- 
plete bill of particulars cannot be set 
forth, there is no merit in a special de- 
murrer hased on the failure to set out 
the details of the items of ‘tndebtedness 
making up the sum for Which suit was 
brought. 

3. The jury, after retiring to their room. 
returned and requested information as to 
whether. in the event they should find 
for the defendant, the pleintiff would be 
barred from suing in equity. Covnsel for 
the plaintiff. in the pregence of the jury. 
requested the court to charge that such 
a verdict would be a bar to an equitable 
proceeding. No motion for a mistrial was 
made by counsel for the defendant, nor 
does it appear that he requested of the 
court any specifiic instructions. Held, 
that it was not error, under such cir- 
cumstances, for the court to fail to in- 
struct the jury to_disregard the remark.

fail to instruct them “that it was their 
duty to endeavor to find a verdict regard- 
less of whether their verdict would pre- 
judice the case of either party would or 
would not rs barred from suing in a 
court of equity.”
